I believe 1 can safely spy that nev- 
er in the f.story of this provine? have 
the cities towns and villages been in 
a better financial, condition than at 
this time, A few years ago any 
municipality that could conduct its 
affairs without borrowing heavily 
from its bankers, and ending the year 
without a considerable overdraft, was 
in a class by itself and almost un- 
heard of. Today any place that does 
not end the year free of debt is the 
exception, and many municipalities 
now do not have to borrow a dollar 
throughout the year for current ex- 
penditure, 

When we discovered that our ar- 
rears of taxes were not worth one 
hundred cents on the dollar, that, it 
was impossible to collect our. total 
(ax levy each year, and: that in fixing 
our tax rate we must mike allowance 
and provision for these. facts, we, were 
on the right road td the adoption of 
a sound municipal financial” policy. 
In no other way can owe balance: the 
budget. We must levy a rate high 
enough to yield:a sum gufficient ‘to 
meet our current requirements. By 
using every effort to collect the taxes; 
and by a careful expenditure of public 
money, most of our financial troubles 
will disappear, then as our position 
improves the tax rate will decline. 

Karly in the year your executive 
met the members of the provincial 
government and presented and dis- 
cussed with them the resolutions 
passed at the lastgconvention, A full 
report. of this meeting will be given 
by the legislative committee.

E. THOMPSON, PIONEER, 
IS CALLED BY DEATH 
One of the proneers of the west in 
the person of Edmund Thompson, 
aged 69 years, died suddenly on Fri- 
day, November 25, al Edmonton, of 
heart failure. Mr. Thompson — had 
been in failing health for the past two 
years, but his sudden demise was a 
great shock to his many friends in 


the Camrose district, where he had 
lived for the the past 25 years, The 


late Mr. Thompson was born in Nor- 
way and came to this continent in 
his youthful days. We first settled 
in Minnesota, later coming to Can- 
ada, It was some forty years ago 
that he arrived in Alberta, first lo- 
cating in the Wetaskiwin district. 
About 25 years ago he moved to the 
Camrose district, locating at King- 
man, where he had made his home up 
to the time of his death—Canadian.

Montreal, Dec. 4.— Announcement 
that a peaceful settlement of the rail- 
way wages dispute had been made on 
a compromise basis, providing for 
varying increases to the men, was 
made here today by the men’s lead- 
er, S. N. Berry, senior vice president 
of the Order of Railway Conductors, 
and W. J. Babe, vice president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
who have been in conference with rail- 
way officials here for several days. 

The men demanded a six per cent 
increase to bring them up to the 
standard rates then existing on the 
United States lines. 

While they have not been success- 
ful in getting all they want, S. N, 
Berry stated that the men considered 
acceptance of the railways’ offer, al- 
though far below what they had hop- 
ed for, was far preferable to proceed- 
ing to extreme measures and plung- 
ing the country into a strike.

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Calgary.—The Vulcan well in the 
Turner Valley field has taken its 
place as one of the deepest oil wells 
in the world, having passed the 
5,000-foot depth. Both oil and gas 
have been encountered but the drill- 
ers are prepared to go 6,000 feet. 


A record mangel, weighing 88 
pounds, has been-grown by Dr. Col- 
vert, of the “White House,” Sooke 
Ktiver, B.C., following other near- 
records produced on his farm.

Quebec.—Estimates of the cutting. 
of timber for the season 1926-27 
which runs from the latter part of 
August to the end of April, as com- 
piled by experts here, are that the 
cut will be from 15 to 20 per cent. 
over last year’s. In other words 
this season’s cut will run to about 
2,000,000,0000 feet of timber. 

Discharging over 1,500 third class 
passengers at Quebec, recently, the 
5.S. “Montcalm” and “Empress of 
Scotland” brought the immigration 
season on the St. Lawrence for the 
Canadian Pacific Steamships to a 
close. In the 74 Summer sailings, 
vessels of the fleet brought 40,000 
immigrants to Canada, compared 
with 28,841 from 80 sailings in 1925 
and 39,479 from 98 sailings in 1924. 
The average carrying per vessel in 
1926 was 549, in 1925, 360, and in 
1924, 424,

The big game season now nearing 
its close in the Lake Windermere 
region has been an unusually suc- 
cessful one, Parties from the mid- 
dle western States have been numer- 
ous this year and their “luck has 
been in.” The nearness of those 


splendid breeding grounds, the 
Rocky Mountain Parks and the 
‘Provincial -Game. Preserves, has 


been a factor. Beaver trapping is 
once again an active industry, with 
recent restrictions removed. Many 
licenses have been taken out, each 
licensee being allotted a certain de- 
fined area. 


Emmanuel B, de la Giroday, a 
native of Mauritius, who has been 
resident in Canada since 1908, has 
the official sanction of the Mauri- 
tius Government to make the neces- 
sary arrangements with the Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia for the 
establishment of a farm colony in 
the Pacific coast province, according 
to report. “There are a few thou- 
sand people of English and French 
descent in Mauritius who would be 
in a position to emigrate to Canada 
if a suitable agricultural colony 
were found,” he says. He is busy 
on a scheme for such a colony in 
the Fraser Valley where fruit and 
mixed farming would be engaged in. 


As a result of discussions at the 
Imperial Conference in London the 
cheap passage scheme under which 
British immigrants have been pro- 
ceeding to Canada during the year 
is expected to be renewed. The 
most important result of the confer- 
ence, however, will probably be the 
extension of the scheme of training 
prospective British immigrants for 
Dominion farms and, instead of the 
100 men secured by Canada in this 
manner this year, it is expected that 
with the broadening of the schemo 
from 1,200 to 1,500 men will be ob- 
tained next year. A new ten weeks’ 
course in simple farm training will 
be introduced and will run concur- 
rently with the four months’ course 
elready in operation,

sound no-trump bid by dealer? Practi- 
cally all of the authorities agree that 
one no-trump may be bid by dealer if 
he holds two or more sure tricks divided 
among three suits. There isn’t much 
difference of opinion as to these require- 
ments but there is considerable differ- 
ence of opinion as to how these require- 
ments should be applied, As an example 
of the difficulty, a corre spondent has 
just written for enlightenment as to the 
meaning of “two tricks divided among 
three suits.” In order to make this 
phrase perfectly clear, an analysis of 
card valuation 1s necessary. 

The only cards sure of taking tricks 
are the four aces, A guarded king, 4. ¢., 
a king and one or more of a suit, takes 
a trick just half the time, so is clearly 
worth one-half the value of an ace, A 
guarded queen, 4, @., a queen a snd two 
or more of a suit, will tat ke a trick about 
half as often asa king, so is worth one- 
quarter trick, There are four aces, four 
kings and four queens. {Zach player i 
is entitled to one-fourth of these cards, 
or to one ace, one king, and ong queen, 
which is called an average hand, An

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SUSTAINS JAIL 
CONVICTION 


That the public ought to correct the 
impression that {in order to send a 
man. to jail for being in charge of an 
auto while under the influence of li- 
quor, it was necessary to prove the 
driver drunk, was the observation of 
Judge Crawford in the district court 
Thursday afternoon. His Honor de- 
fined it as any degree of intoxication 
which would affect the driver's con- 
trol of the car, or have the effect of 
slowing down his perceptions and re- 
tard the necessarily quick reactions 
to sudden demands of traffic. The 
menace to innocent people from autos 
in the hands of intoxicated persons 
was great, hence the severity of the 
penalty. 

The occasion was the appeal of 
Charles Labrie, against a police court 
conviction by Magistrate Primrose in 
August which carried a 20-day jail 
sentence, His Honor confirmed the 
conviction but reduced the penalty 
to ten days. While the accused ad- 
mittted going up 101 street at 25 
miles per hour, His Honor said that 
no doubt he was going 40, and an 
accident was narrowly averted as he 
turned out to pass a car, which eyi- 
dence was corroborated by four con- 
stables who swore he was intoxicated. 

Accused admitted having two beers 
and two brandies with his supper half 
an hour previously, but denied he was 
drunk. J. W. Hefferman, K.C., — ar- 
gued on his behalf, that the passing 
of the other car safely was proof of 
the driver’s sobriety, and as a drink- 
ing man Labrie could easily carry

This was 
in the course of delivering judgment 
in favor of Christian Schultz against 
the Canadian Surety Company, who 
delayed the re-transfer of title of the 
defendant’s city property which had 
been deposited as surety, After the 
bond jwas at an end, the company 
withheld the title from March until 
May, whereby the man lost out on 
a deal by which he had_ traded his 
house for a farm.
